TRUSTEE. 

Arthur Grimes Stanwood. 

Son of Daniel Caldwell Stanwood and Mary Augusta Webster; born at 
Augusta, Me., October 5, 1849, the sixth in a family of eleven children, 
seven of whom survive him. He united with the South Church, Augusta, 
in 1865. He was educated at the Augusta high school, and was fitting for 
college when the death of his father put an end to his hopes in that 
direction. 

About 1865 he left home and entered the office of his uncle, H. G. K. 
Calef, in New York, N. Y. Shortly afterward he became a clerk in the 
house of Spelman and Son. In 1871 he removed to Boston, at once enter- 
ing the office of the Chicago, Burlington, and Quincy Railroad, where he 
remained until his death, holding the office of assistant treasurer after 1890. 
Among his other business interests he was vice-president and treasurer of 
the St. Mary's Mineral Land Company, president of the Winona Copper 
Company, and president of the Mathews Slate Company. He was also an 
officer or director in several other copper companies. 

Soon after coming to Boston he became identified with the Central 
Church, of which he was always a strong supporter. He became a member 
of the board of directors and of the executive committee of the City Mis- 
sionary Society in 1886, and in 1904 became vice-president of the society. 
Since 1884 he voluntarily gave his services as treasurer of the Massachu- 
setts Board of Ministerial Aid. After 1899 he was a member of the board 
of directors of the Boston Young Men's Christian Association. On June 
11, 1907, he was elected a trustee of this Seminary. 

He married, December 1, 1875, in Boston, Mass., Annie Louise Rus- 
sell, daughter of Thomas Hastings Russell, formerly a trustee of the Sem- 
inary, and Maria Louise Wiswell, of Boston. She survives him with two 
sons, the older, Philip Caldwell Stanwood, a graduate of Harvard College, 
1903, and the Harvard Law School, 1906, now a lawyer in Boston; the 
younger, Richard Russell Stanwood, a graduate of Harvard, 1906, now 
studying architecture in the Harvard Graduate School. Two sons and 
two daughters died in infancy. 

Mr. Stanwood died in Boston, Mass., of empyema, December 30, 1907, 
aged fifty-eight years, two months, and twenty-five days.

CLASS OF 1888. 
Thomas Swan Hubbard. 

The youngest of ten children of Samuel Hubbard and Elizabeth Swan; 
a grandson of the Rev.' John Hubbard, pastor o£ the church at Northfield, 
Mass.; and a cousin of Gov. Henry Hubbard of Vermont; born at Frank- 
lin, Vt., December 20, 181 1; was brought up as an Episcopalian, but united 
with the Congregational church at Norwich, Vt., September 4, 1837; fitted 
for college at St. Albans, Vt., with the exception of a term at Williston, Vt., 
in the autumn of 1828; was graduated from Middleburv College, 1834; 
taught at Bennington, Vt., 1834-35; and was graduated from this Semiriary, 
11838, having attended a course of medical lectures at Woodstock, Vt, in 
the spring of 1837 and another at Dartmouth College in the autumn of 1837. 

He was licensed to preach, April 10, 1838, by the Andover Association 
at Andover; was ordained, June 18, 1839, at Stockbridge, Vt., as a foreign 
missionary, but in the following September was with a number of others 
dismissed from the cognizance of the American Board and advised to take 
a pastorate; was installed as pastor af Stockbridge, Vt., February 4, 1840; 
dismissed, June, 1846, as in the preceding autumn he had been appointed 
by the Legislature as superintendent of schools in Windsor County, a po- 
sition he held for a year from December, 1845; supplied the church at Roy- 
alton, Vt,, three months in the autumn of 1846; was acting pastor at Chel- 
sea, Vt., beginning in January, 1847; was installed there, February 13, 
7849; dismissed, August 31, 1854, and returned to Stockbridge to help his 
father-in-law, who was in poor health, and to supply the churches there and 
at Rochester. He continued to reside at Stockbridge until 1862/ preaching 
at Rochester, 1855, Stockbridge, 1855-56, Cabot, two years from March, 
1857, and Bethel, 1859-62. He had been elected to the Legislature, serv- 
ing two terms in the House, 1858 and 1859, and in the State Senate, 1860- 
61. He was acting pastor of the Presbyterian church at Dunton, 111., for 
two years from May, 1862; acting pastor of the Congregational church, 
Gaysville, Vt„ 1864-68; acting pastor at Rochester, Vt., 1868-78; return- 
ing to Stockbridge, he supplied the church at Pittsfield, Vt, 1878-81; early 
in 1881 he went to Texas to visit his son, and after his son's death returned 
to Vermont in the autumn. In the following January he went to Bowens- 
burg, HI,, to supply a church there, but was recalled in August by the death 
of his .wife. He was acting pastor at Bridgewater, Vt., 1882-83; at Bethel, 
Vt., 1883; was without charge at Rochester, Vt., 1883-86; was pastor at 
Tunbridge, Vt., 1886-90; and after that was residing at Stockbridge, Vt., 
engaged in fanning. He did much to advance agricultural interests, and 
made himself familiar with the local geology. 

He was a member of the convention for the alteration of Vermont's 
constitution, and had a large share in effecting the change from annual to 
biennial sessions of the Legislature. 

He married, September 24, 1839, at Stockbridge, Vt., Mary Paige Fay, 
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daughter of Dr. Timothy; Paige Fay and Eunice Denison, of Stockbridge. 
She died at Stockbridge, August 19, 1882. The two sons died, one of them 
in childhood; the daughter is the wife of Chancellor Henry M. MacCracken, 
of New York University. 

Mr. Hubbard died at Stockbridge, Vt., of old age, February. 28, 1007, 
aged ninety-five years, two months, and eight days. 

CLASS Q7 1848. 

Ephraim Adams, D.D. 

Son of Deacon Isaac Adams and Sarah Perkins; born at New Ipswich, 
N. H., February 5, 1818; united with the church there in 1830; studied at 
Appleton Academy, New Ipswich, 1832-34, and at Phillips Academy, 
1834-35; was graduated from Dartmouth College, 1839, after taking the 
full course; taught in the Petersburg (Va.) Classical Institute, 1839-40; 
and was graduated from this Seminary, 1843, after taking the full 
course. 

He was licensed to preach by the Andover Association, April n, 1843, 
at Andover; as a member of the Iowa Band he reached Iowa October 23; 
1843; was ordained, November 5, 1843, at Denmark, Io.; was home mis- 
sionary at Mt. Pleasant, Io., November, 1843, to November, 1844; acting 
pastor at Davenport, Io., 1844-47; was installed there February 5, 1847; 
dismissed, May 1, 1855; was financial agent for Iowa College, 1855-56, and 
agent for the Western College Society, 1856-57, with residence at Den- 
mark, Io.; was pastor at Decorah, Io., from July r, 1857, to 1872; super- 
intendent of missions in Iowa for the American Home Missionary Society 
from February 2, 1872, to 1881, with residence at Decorah, 1872, and at 
Waterloo after that; was financial agent for Iowa College, 1882-83, after 
the tornado; was acting pastor at Eldora, Io., 1883-89; was without charge 
at Ann Arbor, Mich., 1880-90; and after that resided at Waterloo, Io., until 
his death, without charge except as acting pastor at Hudson, To., 1891-92. 
He won general honor and love by his sterling character and kind and per- 
suasive manner. 

He received the degree of doctor of divinity from Iowa College, 1882, 
and was a trustee of the college from its foundation in 1846. 

He published "The Iowa Band," Boston, 1870, second edition in 1902, 
240 pp. 

He married, September 16, 1845, at Hanover, N. H., I£lisal?e1jh Sylvia 
Ann Douglass, daughter of Jabez Avery Douglass and Elisabeth Ingalls. 
She died at Waterloo, Io., July 12, 1905. Two daughters and the oldest 
son died before their father; two sons survive him. Henry Carter Adams, 
Ph.D., LL.D., a graduate of Iowa College, 1874, arid a member of the 
Seminary class of 1878, is professor of political economy and finance in 
the University of Michigan and statistician of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission; and Ephraim Douglass Adams, Ph.D., a graduate of the 
University of Michigan, 1887, is professor of history in Leland Stanford 
Junior University. 
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Dr. Adams died at Waterloo, Io., of old age, November 30, 1907, aged 
eighty-nine years, nine months, and twenty-five days. 

CLASS OF 1851. 

Samuel Emerson. 

Son of the Rev. Ralph Emerson, D.D. (of the Seminary class of 1814, 
and professor, 1829-53), and Eliza Rockwell; born at Norfolk, Conn., 
May 9, 1827; a nephew of the Rev. Joseph Emerson, the teacher of Mary 
Lyon; a brother of Prof. Joseph Emerson, D.D., of the Seminary class of 
1845; and a brother-in-law of the Rev. Simon J. Humphrey, D.D., of the 
Seminary class of 1852. He studied in Phillips Academy, 1837-38 and 
1839-41; united with the Seminary church, 1841; and was graduated from 
Yale College, 1848, and from this Seminary, 1851, after taking the full 
course in each. He taught school at Morristown, N. J., during the summer 
of 1849. 

He was licensed to preach, April 15, 185 1, by the Andover Association 
at Andover; was acting pastor at Enfield, N. H., 185 1; acting pastor at Gen- 
esee, Wis., 1853-54; taught at Joliet, 111., 1853, and at Flushing, N. Y., 
1855; was a missionary of the American Sunday-School Union in Virginia, 
1856; taught near Natural Bridge, Va., 1856-57, Pocahontas, Va., 1857-59, 
Warm Springs, Va., 1859-60, Franklin, Va., 1860-61; was principal of 
the Shemariah Classical School, near Middlebrook, Va., 1861-05; after 
that he resided at Charlottesville, Va., near the University of Virginia, 
teaching private students and engaged on theological and elaborate math- 
ematical works. He was a resident licentiate in the Seminary, 1878-79. 
He was a born teacher, enthusiastic over the work, inspiring enthusiasm in 
his pupils, and having high and original educational ideals. 

He published "The Question of Questions, for Everybody, but Es- 
pecially for Young Men," 22 pp.; "The Logic of Algebra," New York, 
rifc5» 5 2 PP-J " The Theory of Equations," New York, 1866; and left other 
works in manuscript. He established at Charlottesville a religious paper. 
The Catholic Christian, which was issued for a short time. 

Mr. Emerson died unmarried, at Charlottesville, Va., of a malignant 
growth on the kidneys, followed by jaundice, January 18, 1908, aged eighty 
years, eight months, and nine days. 

CLASS OF 1852. 

Henry Allen, M.D. 

Son of Isaac Allen and Sophronia Allen; born at Lebanon, N. H., Sep- 
tember 6, 1822; studied at Kimball Union Academy, Meriden, N. H., 
1844-45, and was graduated there; and was graduated from Dartmouth 
College, 1849, and from this Seminary, 1852, after taking the full course in 
each. 

He was licensed to preach, April 13, 1852, by the Andover Association 
at North Andover; was ordained, September 30, 1852, as pastor at Way- 
land, Mass.; dismissed, September 14, 1857; was installed at Saxonville 
(Framingham), Mass., November 7, 1857; dismissed, October 5, 1859; was 
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acting pastor at Milo, HI., 1859-62; studied medicine with Dr. Wells of 
Tiskilwa, 111.; was graduated from Rush Medical College, 1865; practised 
medicine at Rockford, 111., Beaver Dam, Hartland, and Tomah, Wis., and 
Charleston, Neb.; and in 1878 removed to Gage County, Neb., where he 
lived and practised in Beatrice and Odell until his death. 

He married, March, 1850, Ellen M. Towle, daughter of Matthew Towle, 
of Charlestown, N. H. She died, leaving one son and one daughter. He 
married, June 11, 1865, at Saxonville, Mass., Nancy D. Brown, daughter 
of Joseph Brown and Sarah Wood, of Saxonville, and sister of the Rev. 
John K. Browne, of the Seminary class of 1872. She died at Tomah, Wis., 
October 12, 1875, leaving one son and one daughter. The son is the Rev. 
Harry Brown Allen, a graduate of Hastings College, 1894, and of McCor- 
mick Theological Seminary, 1897, now pastor of the Presbyterian church 
at Aledo, HI. The daughter, Miss Hattie May Allen Cleland, adopted by 
relatives after her mother's death, studied at Wellesley College, 1891-93, 
and is matron of a college house at Wellesley, Mass. Dr. Allen married 
again at Odell, Neb. 

Dr. Allen died at Odell, Neb., of heart-failure, April 16, 1902, aged 
seventy-nine years, seven months, and ten days. 



CLASS OF 1853. 
Henry Kingman Edson (non-graduate). 

Son of Noah Edson and Huldah Kingman; born at Hadley, Mass., 
October 5, 1822; united with the First Church, Hadley, Mass., 1838; stud- 
ied at Hopkins Academy, Hadley, Mass., 1837^-40; was graduated from 
Amherst College, 1844, after taking the full course; was principal of Hop- 
kins Academy, 1844-49; studied theology with the Rev. Dr. John Wood- 
bridge, Hadley, and in Union Theological Seminary a few weeks, 1849- 
50; was in the Junior class in this Seminary, 1850-51; and studied in the 
Theological Institute of Connecticut, 1851-52. 

He was licensed to preach by the Hampshire East Association, April, 
1852, at Enfield, Mass.; supplied the church at Westhampton, Mass., in 
the summer of 1852; was principal of Denmark Academy, Denmark, Io., 
1852-79, being on leave of absence for travel and study in Europe, 187&- 
79; was professor of the theory and practice of teaching, Iowa College, 
r 879-92; and resided at Grinnell, Io., after that. He was ordained, April 
25, 1881, at Grinnell, Io., as evangelist, and occasionally preached. Under 
his care Denmark Academy became a power for good. For a long timelit 
was the only academy west of the Mississippi that corresponded to a New 
England academy, and some twenty-three hundred students from fifteen 
States received the impress of his genuine Christian character. 

He married, August 30, 1852, at New York Mills, N. Y., Mrs. Celestia 
Kirk Maynard, daughter of Joseph Kirk, of New York Mills. She died at 
Grinnell, Io., January 16, 1889. He married, March 20, 1890, at Portland, 
Me., S. Lizzie Scamman, daughter of William Scamman and Hannah 
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Smith, of Saco, Me. She survives him with a son, who is to enter Iowa 
College in the autumn. 

Mr. Edson died at Grinnell, Io., of heart-trouble, March 13, 1906, aged 
eighty-three years, five months, and eight days. 

GLASS OF 1854. 
Charles Comfort Tiffany, D.D. 

Son of Comfort Tiffany and Laura Burr; born in Baltimore, Md., Octo- 
ber 5, 1829; was graduated from Dickinson College, 1850, and from this 
Seminary, 1854; and studied at the universities of Halle, Heidelberg, and 
Berlin. 

He was licensed to preach by the New Haven Central Association of 
Connecticut in 1857; was ordained, July 15, 1857, as pastor of the First 
Church, Derby, Conn.; dismissed, January 20, r8&4; was chaplain of the 
Sixth Connecticut Regiment, 1864-65; was ordained by Bishop Thomas. 
M. Clark, July r.5, 1866, in Grace Church, Providence, R. L, as deacon in 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, and on November n, 1866, as priest by 
the same bishop in the same church. He was in charge of an Episcopal 
church at Germantown, Penn., 1866-67; rector of St. James's Church, 
Fordham, N. Y., 1867-71; assistant, minister of Trinity Church, Boston, 
on the Greene Foundation, in charge of St. Mark's Church, 1871-74, be- 
ginning October 1, 1871; rector of die Church of the Atonement, New 
York, N. Y., 1874 until its consolidation with Zion Church, March 30, 
1880; rector of Zion Church, 1880-90; rector emeritus, 1890-93; arch- 
deacon of New York, 1894 until illness compelled him to resign in 1902; 
and after that he continued to reside in New York. He was examining 
chaplain to the bishop of New York, 1883-1902; lecturer on liturgies at the 
New York Training-School for Deaconesses, 1901-02; and general chair- 
man of the American Church Congress after 1897. As archdeacon he ex- 
tended the work among the colored people. He was a scholar, judicial but 
courageous, a man of marked social gifts* of warm friendships, and sincerely 
devout 

He received the degree of doctor of divinity from Dickinson College, 
1883; St. Stephen's, 1894; and Yale, 1897. He was vice-president of. the 
American Geographical Society of New York. 

He published "Modern Atheism;" "The Westminster Confession and 
the Thirty-nine Articles;" "Expression in Church Architecture," New 
York, 1875, 25 pp.; "A History of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America" (in "The American Church History Series"), 
New York, 1895, xxiv, 593 pp.; "The Prayer-Book and the Christian Life" 
(Bohlen Lectures), New York, 1897; "The Roman Liturgies," pages 105- 
£34 in "Christian Worship," New York, 1897; and edited Edward Abie! 
Washburn's "Epochs in Church History, and Other Essays," New York, 
1883, viii, 389 pp. 

He married, April 27, 1882, at Fordham, N. Y., Julia Henrietta Wheeler,

N. Y. She died December 22, 1899. There were no children. 

Dr. Tiffany died at Northeast Harbor, Me., of apoplexy, August 20, 
1007, aged seventy-seven years, ten months, and fifteen days. 

James Gardiner Vose, D.D. 

Son of Col. Josiah Howe Vose, U. S. A. (whose father was an officer 
in the Revolution, and a descendant of Robert Vose, a settler at Milton, 
Mass., in 1654), and Charlotte Cushing; born in Boston, Mass., March 3, 
1830. The family went to Cincinnati, O., in October, 1834; and in the 
spring of 1836 the father was ordered to Fort Towson, Ind. Ter., the fam- 
ily returning from there to New England in 1839. James was educated at 
Milton (Mass.) Academy and at Phillips Academy, and was graduated 
from Yale College, 185 1, and from this Seminary, 1854, after taking the 
full course in each except for a visit of six months to South Carolina during 
his middle year on account of his health. 

He was licensed to preach, January 31, 1854, by the Norfolk Association, 
meeting with the Rev. James W. Ward at Abington, Mass.; supplied the. 
Second Church at Greenfield, Mass., November, 1854, to April, 1855; went 
to Europe in May, 1855; studied at the University of Berlin, October, 
^55, to January, but, the climate not agreeing with him, went to Italy, 
and reached home in May, 1856. He was professor of rhetoric and oratory 
and English literature at Amherst College, 1856-65; supplied the Second 
Church, Dorchester, Mass., 1865-66, during the absence of the pastor, the 
Rev. James H. Means, D.D., of the Seminary class of 1847; was ordained, 
October 20, 1857, at Amherst, Mass.; was installed, January 11, 1866, as 
pastor of the Beneficent Church, Providence, R. I.; resigned the active 
pastorate in 1900, but was made pastor emeritus the following year, and 
so continued as long as he lived. 

He received the degree of doctor of divinity from Brown University, 
1874. He was a trustee of Wheaton Seminary, and of this Seminary, 1886- 
1907; a corporate member of the American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions from October 4, 1877, and a member of the prudential 
committee, 1893-99; and a member of the Rhode Island Historical Society. 

He published "The Decisive Battle," a sermon, Boston, 1865, 22 pp.; 
"Duty amid Danger. A Discourse Occasioned by the Death of Dr. John 
McGregor," Providence, 1868, 16 pp.; "Commemorative Discourses in 
the Beneficent Congregational Church, Providence, R. I.," Providence, 
1869, 135 pp.; "Tribute to the Memory of Samuel Ward Greene, " Provi- 
dence, 1872, 22 pp.; "Hope in Sorrow," a sermon on the death of Garfield, 
Providence, 1881, 17 pp.; "The Claims of Patriotism," a sermon, 1888, 
16 pp.; "Sketches of Congregationalism in Rhode Island," Boston, 1894, 
236 pp.; "Children's Day," sermons, Boston, 1897, 182 pp.; "A Fraternal 
Tribute to the Memory of Rev. Thomas Laurie, D.D.," Boston, 1898, 
18 pp. 

He married, August 19, 1856, at Greenfield, Mass., Charlotte Elizabeth 
Ripley, daughter of Judge Franklin Ripley and Charlotte Barrett, of 
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Greenfield. She survived him but six days. Their children axe Josiah 
Howe Vose, of Newton Highlands, Mass., a graduate of Brown University, 
1884, in business in Boston; Robert Henry Vose, M.D., of Boston, Mass., 
a graduate of Amherst College, 1892, and the Harvard Medical School, 
1896; and three daughters. 

Dr. Vose died at Providence, R. I., of pneumonia, March 13, 1908, 
aged seventy-eight years and ten days. 

CLASS OF 1855. 
George Nelson Webber, D.D. (non-graduate). 

Son of Ariel Webber and Lucina Holmes; born at Pomfret, Conn., 
August 27, 1826; fitted for college at the Worcester (Mass.) Academy; 
united with the Church of Christ in Amherst College, April 1, 1849; was 
graduated from Amherst College, 1852, after taking the full course; and 
studied in this Seminary, 1852-54, leaving to be a tutor in Amherst College, 
I854-55- 

He was ordained, December 5, 1855, as pastor of the South Church, 
St. Johnsbury, Vt; dismissed, September 13, 1859; was installed at the 
North (now Park) Church, Hartford, Conn., November 2, 1859; dismissed, 
June 2, 1862; having also served as chaplain of the First Connecticut Vol- 
unteers from June, 1861, to August, 1861, and having been in the first bat- 
tle of Bull Run; was installed at the First Church, Lowell, Mass., Septem- 
ber 17, 1862; dismissed, March 25, 1867, to become at once professor of 
intellectual and moral philosophy at Middlebury College, a position he 
held until 1874; was pastor of the First Presbyterian Church, Troy, N. Y., 
1874 to September, 1883; was lecturer on ethics at Smith College, 1883-85; 
pro tempore professor of psychology, ethics, and political science at Mid- 
dlebury College, 1885-86; lecturer on ethics and Christian evidences at 
Smith College, 1886-91; and continued to reside at Northampton, Mass., 
after retiring. 

He received the degree of doctor of divinity from Amherst in 1870. 

He published "A Sermon Preached at the Funeral of Captain Salem S. 
Marsh," Lowell, Mass., 1863, 12 pp.; "The Bible and the Public Schools," 
a Fast sermon, Middlebury, Vt., 1870, 18 pp.; "Future Punishment: Three 
Discourses Preached at the First Presbyterian Church, Troy, N. Y.," Troy, 
1878, 45 pp. 

He married, May 4, 1858, at St. Johnsbury, Vt., Charlotte Fairbanks, 
daughter of Thaddeus Fairbanks and Lucy Peck Barker, of St. Johnsbury. 
She died at Middlebury, Vt., March 29, 1869. One daughter died in child- 
hood; one son and two daughters survive their father — Frederick Fair- 
banks Webber, of St. Louis, Mo., Mrs. Walter Maxwell, of Brisbane, Aus- 
tralia, and Mrs. William Northrup McMillan, of London, England. Dr. 
Webber married, August 29, 1871, at Middlebury, Vt., Caroline Kitchel 
Ladd, daughter of the Rev. Daniel Ladd (of the Seminary class of 1835) 
and Charlotte Holley Kitchel, of Middlebury. She was a graduate of Mt. 
Holyoke Seminary, 1866. She died at Northampton, Mass., September 17, 
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1905. One daughter by this marriage, Mrs. Clinton £. Bell, of Springfield, 
Mass., survives her father. 

Dr. Webber died at his daughter's home, Springfield, Mass., of bron- 
chitis, December 20, 1007, aged eighty-one years, three months, and twenty- 
three days. 

GLASS OF 1856. 
Joshua Coit. 

Son of Robert Coit and Charlotte Coit; born at New London, Conn., 
February 4, 1832; in May, 1848, united with the Second Church, New Lon- 
don, of which his parents were original members and his father was for 
years a deacon; studied at the New London Union School until 1848, and 
at the Hopkins Grammar School, New Haven, Conn., 1848-49; was grad- 
uated from Yale College, 1853, and from this Seminary, 1856, after taking 
the full course in each; and studied in the University of Halle, Germany, 
1856-57, and at that of Berlin, 1857-58. 

He was licensed to preach by the Essex South Association, March 4, 
1856, at Salem, Mass.; was ordained, November 13, i860, as pastor at 
Brookfield, Mass.; dismissed, October 8, 1873, at the installation of the 
Rev. Joel M. Seymour, of the Seminary class of 1873, but was secretary of 
the Massachusetts Prison Commission, with residence at Salem, Mass., 
1870-74; was installed, May 13, 1874, as pastor of the Lawrence Street 
Church, Lawrence, Mass.; dismissed, February 25, 1885, at the installa- 
tion of the Rev. William E. Wolcott, of the Seminary class of 1881, but had 
resigned January 1, 1883, when he succeeded the Rev. Joseph B. Clark, 
of the Seminary class of 1861, as secretary of the Massachusetts Home 
Missionary Society, with residence at Winchester, Mass., which was his 
home for the rest of his life. He was appointed as corresponding secretary 
of the Massachusetts Home Missionary Society, March 23, 1903, and act- 
ing treasurer March 28, 1904, the formal election as treasurer being at the 
annual meeting on May 18. This office he held till his death. His long 
service in an important society, his broad knowledge of facts, his power of 
putting them forcibly in his reports, and his general able administration 
made his influence and example felt far outside of his special field. 

He married, October 2, i860, at Concord, N. H., Mary Lyman Chand- 
ler, daughter of George B. Chandler and Susan Smith, of Concord. She 
survives him, with two sons, Robert, an architect, a graduate of Harvard, 
1883, and George C, a graduate of Amherst, 1890, and of the Boston 
University Law School, 1893, who married a daughter of the Rev. Edward 
S. Atwood, D.D., a Seminary classmate of his father. The only daughter 
is the wife of the Rev. Frederick H. Means. One son died before his 
father. 

Mr. Coit died at Winchester, Mass., suddenly, while on his way to 
church, of cerebral hemorrhage, Sunday, December 15, 1907, aged seventy- 
five years, ten months, and eleven days.

Henry Edwin Dwight, M.D., D.D. 

Son of the Rev. William Theodore Dwight, D.D., of the board of visitors 
of this Seminary, and Elizabeth Loockerman Bradford; a brother-in-law 
of Professor Egbert C. Smyth; born at Portland, Me., August 2, 1832; 
studied in a private school and the high school at Portland; was graduated 
from Yale College, 1852, after taking the full course; taught Latin and Greek 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., 1852-54; was graduated from this Seminary, 185 7, after 
taking the full course, and was a resident licentiate, 1857-58. 

He supplied churches at North Cambridge, East Boston, Nantucket, 
and Medford, Mass.; was ordained, December 29, 1859, as pastor at Ran- 
dolph, Mass., where he remained until April, 1862, when he went to Eu- 
rope for his health, and stayed a year and a half. After recovering his 
strength he studied in the universities of Halle, Berlin, and Paris. On re- 
turning to America he studied medicine in the University of Pennsylvania, 
1864-67, and received the degree of doctor of medicine, lecturing in various 
schools at Philadelphia while pursuing his studies. From that time he re- 
sided in Philadelphia and practised medicine. 

He received the degree of doctor of divinity from Washington and Lee 
University, 1882. He was a member of the American Academy of Political 
and Social Science, and was for years a manager of the Home Missionary 
Society of Philadelphia. 

He published "Fifty Years' Work in the Spread of the Gospel, Relief 
of the Poor, and Care of Destitute Children," Philadelphia, 1885; "The 
Life and Character of Edwin Gilliam Booth," Philadelphia, 1886; and

Leman, daughter of Christian Adolph Leman and Rose Reine Laure 
Bonh6te, of Neuchatel, Switzerland. She survives him with two daugh- 
ters, one of them being Mrs. F. Linwood Garrison, of Philadelphia. 

Dr. Dwight died in Philadelphia, Penn., April 1, 1908, aged seventy- 
five years, seven months, and thirty days. 

Stephen Lewis Bates Speare (non-graduate). 

Son of Sceva Speare, M.D., and Jane Merrill; born at Corinth, Vt.,May 
6, 1834; studied at Thetford (Vt.) Academy, 1846-48, and academies at 
Springfield and St. Johnsbury, Vt.; was graduated from Dartmouth Col- 
lege, 1854, after taking the full course and uniting with the Dartmouth 
College Church, 1850; studied at this Seminary, 1854-55; taught at Brad- 
ford, Mass., 1855-56; was in the wholesale leather business at Haverhill, 
Mass., 1856-61; in business in Chicago, 111., 1862-67; studied in Chicago 
Theological Seminary, 1867-68; resumed business on account of his health, 
being in Chicago, 1868-70, and at Haverhill again, 1870-73. 

Licensed to preach by the Essex North Association, February 18, 1873, 
at Newburyport, Mass., he was chaplain of the Massachusetts State Prison 
at Charlestown, Mass., from April, 1873, to November, 1877, attending 
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lectures at this Seminary, 1873-74; was ordained to the ministry, January 
30, 1874, at Charlestown; was acting pastor of the First Church, Bangor, 
Me., from June 1, 1878; was installed there June 3, 1879; dismissed, May 
5, 1881; was installed at Middlebury, Vt., June 24, 1881; dismissed, July, 
1887; supplied during the absence of the pastor a mission of the First Pres- 
byterian Church, Brooklyn, N. Y., as well as neighboring churches, 1888- 
89; was acting pastor of Pilgrim Congregational Church, Minneapolis, 
Minn; was installed there May 14, 1890; dismissed, December 24, 1891; 
and after that was in business in Boston, residing at Newton, Mass., and 
for a number of years being treasurer of the Walpole Emery Company. 
He was a man of marked power as an extemporaneous speaker, earnest in 
temperance work and social reforms, and while in Chicago was associated 
with D. L. Moody in mission work. 

He was a trustee of Bradford (Mass.) Academy, 1860-62, and of the 
New England Conservatory of Music, 1S93-1903. 

Besides his reports as chaplain of the Massachusetts State Prison he 
published "Obstacles Inseparable from Reforms/' reprinted from Our 
Day, Boston, 1889, 10 pp., and contributed to the annual volume of "Ser- 
mons" by the Monday Club, 1876-79, 1881, and 1886-95. An address of 
his constitutes pages 69-77 of "In Memoriam Rev. Cyrus Hamlin, D.D., 
LL.D.," Boston, 1903, 118 pp. 

He married, December 18, 1856, at Bradford, Mass., Abby Godfrey 
Hoyt, daughter of Humphrey Hoyt and Alice Bartlett Sawyer, of Bradford. 
She survives him with one daughter, one daughter having died. 

Mr. Speare died at Newton, Mass., of leukaemia, June 3, 1907, aged 
seventy-three years and twenty-eight days. 

Andrew Jackson Willard, M.D. {resident licentiate). 

Son of Nehemiah Batchelder Willard and Hannah Emerson; born at 
Harvard, Mass., March 19, 1832; united with the North Church (after- 
ward merged into the United Church), New Haven, Conn., May, 1851; 
studied in the academy at Lancaster, Mass., and in the Worcester (Mass.) 
high school; was graduated from Yale College, 1853, and from the Yale 
Divinity School, 1856, after taking the full course in each; and was a resi- 
dent licentiate in this Seminary for four months, 1856-57. 

Having been licensed to preach by the New Haven Central Association, 
1855, he was ordained, April 30, 1857, as pastor at Upton, Mass.; dismissed, 
July 8, 1865, his health failing. Removing to Burlington, Vt., he was act- 
ing pastor at Essex and at Essex Junction, 1867-71, and superintendent of 
schools at Burlington, 1870-71; he was ill with nervous prostration, 1872- 
75; studied medicine in the medical department of the University of Ver- 
mont, 1875-77, and was graduated in 1877. After special study in New 
York he began the practice of medicine in Burlington; was instructor in 
chemistry and toxicology in the University of Vermont, 1881-90; superin- 
tendent of the Mary Fletcher Hospital, Burlington, Vt., 1881 to Decem- 
ber, 1886; and conducted a private sanitarium for nervous diseases at 
Burlington, 1887-92, when failing health required him to lessen his activ- 
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ities. He continued to reside at Burlington, spending his winters at the 
South, until 1905; and after that he made his home with his second son^at 
Swanton, Vt. In 1892 he joined the Episcopal Church. 

He married, May 19, 1857, at Burlington, Vt., Harriet Buell Hickok, 
daughter of Henry Pearl Hickok and Maria Buell, of Burlington. She 
survives him with their three sons and two daughters. Albert Emerson 
Willard is a graduate of the University of Vermont, 1888; Frederick Buell 
Willard, M.D., of Hartford, Conn., is a graduate of the University of Ver- 
mont, 1897, and of its medical department, 1900; and the older daughter 
is the wife of Prof. John W. Buckham, D.D., of Pacific Theological Sem- 
inary, a graduate of this Seminary, 1888. 

Dr. Willard died at Swanton, Vt., of hardening of the arteries, March 
5, 1907, aged seventy-four years, eleven months, and fourteen days.

Albert Hale Plumb, D.D. 

Son of Joseph Plumb and Caroline Robbins Hale, a descendant of Gov- 
ernor Bradford; born August 23, 1829, at Gowanda, N. Y., where his father 
was active in organizing the Presbyterian church and Sunday school, an 
earnest temperance worker and abolitionist; brother of the Rev. Joseph 
C. Plumb, of the Seminary class of 1868; united with the First Church, 
Oberlin, O., July 6, 185 1; was in the freshman class at Oberlin College, 
1851-52; was in the shipping and produce business in Buffalo, N. Y.; was 
graduated from Brown University after studying there, 1853-55; and was 
graduated from this Seminary in 1858 after taking the full course. 

He was licensed to preach, March 30, 1858, by the Rhode Island Asso- 
ciation, at Providence, R. I.; was ordained, November 10, 1858, as pastor 
of the Winnisimmet (afterward called the First) Church, Chelsea, Mass.; 
dismissed, December 26, 1871; beginning with January, 1868, he received 
leave of absence for several months to minister to a church at New Orleans, 
La.; he was installed, January 4, 1872, as pastor of the Walnut Avenue 
Church, Roxbury (Boston), Mass., of which he was the first and the only 
pastor until its union with Immanuel Church, January 1, 1907; and on 
February 15, 1907, he was chosen pastor emeritus of the Immanuel-Walnut 
Avenue Church, holding the position until his death. Of exceptional 
power in extemporaneous eloquence, full of evangelistic fervor, a tireless 
and fearless champion of unnumbered good causes, resolute in support of 
his conscientious convictions, by his gracious and tender spirit he won the 
love of those he felt bound to oppose. 

He received the degree of doctor of divinity from Brown University in 
1872. He was a trustee of Wheaton Female Seminary from 1870 and pres- 
ident of the trustees from 1885; a corporate member of the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions from October 20, 1881, and a mem- 
ber of the prudential committee for twenty-one years from October 5, 1882; 
a director of the City Missionary Society of Boston from 1872, serving five 
years on the executive committee and five years as secretary; a director of 
the Massachusetts Total Abstinence Society, and vice-president from 1876; 
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a member of the Evangelistic Association of New England from 1890; and 
a director of the New England Sabbath Protective League from 1895.

Dr. Plumb died at Roxbury, Mass., of sarcoma, December 4, 1907, 
aged seventy-eight years, three months, and eleven days. 

John Edwards Todd, D.D. {non-graduate). 

Son of the Rev. John Todd, D.D., of the Seminary class of 1825, and 
Mary Skinner Brace; born at Northampton, Mass., December 6, 1833; 
was graduated from Yale College, 1855, after taking the full course; and 
studied in this Seminary, 1855-56, while teaching Latin and Greek in 
Phillips Academy. During 1856-57 he was studying and was engaged in 
engineering on Lake Superior; he studied law from September, 1857, to 
April, 1858; from May to November, 1858, he was travelling in Europe for 
his health; and he studied theology with President Mark Hopkins, D.D., 
LL.D., at Williamstown, Mass., for some months from February, 1859. 

He was licensed to preach, January 31, 1859, by the Berkshire North 
Association at Hinsdale, Mass.; was ordained, February 2, i860, as pastor 
of the Central Church, Boston, Mass.; dismissed, April 28, 1869; was in- 
stalled at the Chapel Street Church (later the Church of the Redeemer), 
New Haven, Conn., September 15, 1869; dismissed, April 9, 1890, when on 
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account of his wife's health he removed to Riverside, Cal., where he lived 
for the rest of his life, engaging in raising fruit. 

He received the degree of doctor of divinity from Yale, 1879.

He married, December 6, i860, Lizzie Harriet Thomas, of Augusta, 
Ga. She died in California. Of the three daughters two survive their 
father, both living in California, one of them married. 

Dr. Todd died at Riverside, Cal., of heart-failure, August 3, 1907, aged 
seventy-three years, seven months, and twenty-eight days. 

Alexander Stevenson Twombly, D.D. 

Son of Alexander Hamilton Twombly and Mary Perley; born in Bos- 
ton, Mass., March 14, 1832; united with Mt. Vernon Church, Boston, Sep- 
tember 1, 1850; fitted for college at the Boston Latin School and Mr. Dud- 
ley's, Northampton, Mass.; entered the sophomore class at Yale College, 
September, 185 1; was graduated in 1854; entered this Seminary in the 
autumn of 1854; and was graduated in 1858, having gone abroad in 1856 
and returned in the autumn of 1857 after spending a year and a half in 
study at Heidelberg and in travel in Europe and the East. 

He was ordained, February 10, 1859, as pastor of the Presbyterian 
church at Cherry Valley, N. Y., remaining there until 1862; was installed 
as the first pastor of State Street Presbyterian Church, Albany, N. Y., 
1862, remaining until 1867, having gone to the Army of the Potomac as a 
delegate of the Christian Commission for a few weeks in the spring of 1864; 
after spending three months abroad he was installed as pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church, Stamford, Conn., April 30, 1868; on leaving there he 
was installed, May 2, 1872, at the Winthrop Congregational Church, 
Charlestown, Mass., where he remained for nineteen years, residing after 
that at Newton, Mass., but supplying the Central Union Congregational 
Church, Honolulu, Hawaii, for four months from the last of January, 1894. 
For two years from January, 1896, he was literary editor for Silver, Bur- 
dett, and Company, editing the Silver Edition of English Classics in ten 
volumes. He was an artist, a man of marked social gifts and of sincere 
Christian spirit. 
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He received the degree of doctor of divinity from Yale College, 1883. 
Both in Charlestown and in Newton he served as president of the local As- 
sociated Charities.

Twombly, a lawyer in New York, a graduate of Yale, 1884; Alexander H. 
Twonibly, an electrical engineer in New York; the Rev. Clifford Gray 
Twombly, rector of St. James's Church, Lancaster, Penn., a graduate of 
Yale, 1891, a member of the Seminary class of 1894, and a graduate of the 
Episcopal Theological School at Cambridge, 1894; and Howland Twombly, 
a lawyer in Boston, a graduate of Yale, 1896, and Harvard Law School, 
1900. 

Dr. Twombly died at Newton, Mass., of exhaustion and malnutrition, 
November 19, 1907, aged seventy-five years, eight months, and five days. 

Charles Augustus Young, Ph.D., LL.D. (non-graduate). 

Son of Ira Young, professor of natural philosophy and astronomy at 
Dartmouth College, 1838-58 (a descendant of Sir John Young, an early 
settler at Salem, Mass.), and Eliza Minot Adams; born at Hanover, N. H., 
December 15, 1834; united with the Dartmouth College Church at Han- 
over, 1849; studied at the academy at Hanover; was graduated from Dart- 
mouth College, 1853, after taking the full course; was travelling in Europe 
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with his father in the summer of 1853, returning in September; taught Latin 
and Greek in Phillips Academy, 1853-55; and studied in this Seminary, 
1855-56, teaching the classics in Phillips Academy during the last four 
months of the year. 

He was professor of mathematics and natural philosophy in Western 
Reserve College, 1856-66, being on leave of absence from his appointment 
until January, 1857, spending the autumn in preparation at Hanover; and 
was at times engaged in the national survey of the Great Lakes, 1858-59, 
1864, and 1865. In the war professors and students left Western Reserve 
to enter the army, and after drilling a company of students for eight months 
Young was captain of Company B of the Eighty-fifth Ohio Volunteers, a 
company of students that had volunteered for one hundred days. After 
guarding prisoners in camp near Columbus, O., he was sent with a large 
number going to Vicksburg for exchange. He was mustered out October 5, 
1862. Elected to a professorship at Dartmouth College, he began work 
February, 1865, continuing to 1877 as professor of natural philosophy and 
astronomy, the position held by his father and his mother's father before 
him. He was then professor of astronomy in Princeton University, 1877- 
1905, making his residence at Hanover, N. H., after retiring. In 1870 he 
went to Spain, and in 1887 to Russia to observe an eclipse of the sun, and 
in 1874 to China to observe the transit of Venus. Besides giving popular 
courses of lectures and lectures in other institutions, he was for longer or 
shorter terms a lecturer at Mt. Holyoke, Bradford Academy, Abbot Acad- 
emy, Wheaton Seminary, Wilson College, St. Paul's School, Miss Porter's 
school at Farmington, Conn., and elsewhere. 

He received the degree of doctor of philosophy from the University of 
Pennsylvania, 1870, and from Hamilton College, 1871, and the degree of 
doctor of laws from Wesleyan University, 1876, Columbia, 1887, Western 
Reserve, 1893, Dartmouth, 1903, and Princeton, 1905. He was an associate 
fellow of the American Academy of Arts and Sciences, a member of the 
National Academy of Sciences, of the American Philosophical Society, a 
member and at one time president of the American Association for the ad- 
vancement of Science, an associate of the Royal Astronomical Society of 
England, foreign correspondent of the British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, honorary member of the Manchester (England) Literary 
and Philosophical Society, member of the Cambridge (England) Philo- 
sophical Society, of the Astronomische Gesellschaft, and of the Societa 
degli Spettroscopisti Italiani. He received the Janssen medal from the 
French Academy of Sciences.

per's Monthly). He also contributed to "The Century Dictionary." Several 
of his books appeared in a number of editions. 

He married, August 26, 1857, at Concord, N. H., Augusta Spring 
Mixer, daughter of Charles H. Mixer and Eliza Jane Morrill, of Saco, Me. 
She died at Princeton, N. J., January 18, 1901. The daughter, the wife of 
Prof. Hiram A. Hitchcock, of the Thayer School of Civil Engineering at 
Hanover, N. H., died in September, 1907. Two sons survive, Charles Ira 
Young, a graduate of Princeton, 1883, an engineer with the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Company, Philadelphia; and Frederick Al- 
bert Young, a graduate of the John C. Green School of Science, 1886, with 
the Weather Bureau, Washington, D.C. 

Professor Young died at Hanover, N. H., of pneumonia, January 3, 
1908, aged seventy-three years and nineteen days.

Henry Lynes Hubbell, D.D. 

Son of Wakeman Hubbell and Julia A. Lynes; brother of James W. 
Hubbell, D.D.,of the Seminary class of 1863; born at Wilton, Conn., June 
24, 1830; united with the church at Wilton, 1849; studied at Wilton Acad- 
emy; was graduated from Yale College, 1854, after taking the full course; 
taught school at Greenfield, Conn., 1854-55, and Auburn, N. Y., 1855-56; 
studied at Union Theological Seminary, 1856-57, and at this Seminary, 
1857-59, where he remained as resident licentiate after graduation until 
February, 1861. 

He was licensed to preach by the Essex South Association, March 1, 
1859, at Salem, Mass.; was ordained, April 24, 1861, as pastor of the First 
Church, Amherst, Mass.; dismissed, April 4, 1865; was acting pastor at 
Unionville, Conn., April, 1866, to March, 1868; travelled in Europe, Pal- 
estine, and Egypt for a year; was acting pastor at Ann Arbor, Mich., from 
June, 1869, to 1876, when he resigned on account of poor health; spent the 
winter of 1876-77 in Kansas, preaching at Leavenworth part of the time; 
spent the next summer and autumn in Colorado; resided at Amherst, Mass., 
1878-^80, seeking to regain his health; was installed over the First Church, 
Jamestown, N. Y., August 10, 1880; dismissed, March 22, 1886, going to 
Austin, Tex., to take charge of Tillotson Institute, and to be pastor there, 
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1886-89; was president of Lake Charles College, Louisiana, 1880-99; and 
resided at Detroit, Mich., 1000-01, and after that in New York, N. Y., 
where he was for a time engaged in business. 

He received the degree of doctor of divinity from Galesville University, 
1882. He was a director of Chicago Theological Seminary, 1873-79. 

He^ married, May 7, 1863, at Amherst, Mass., Harriet A. Hinsdale, 
daughter of Levi and Harriet Hinsdale, of Hinsdale, Mass., who survives 
him. They had no children, but adopted a niece, who was graduated from 
Smith College, 1887. * 

Dr. Hubbell died in New York, N. Y., of a disease of the kidneys and 
the heart, February 28, 1908, aged seventy-seven years, eight months, and 
four days.

Calvin Cutler.* 

Fourth son of Major Amos Cutler and Sarah Topliff; brother of the 
Rev. Lyman Cutler, of the Seminary class of 1850, and the Rev. Elijah 
Cutler, of the Seminary class of 1862; born at Holliston, Mass., February 
19, 1833. His father dying soon, the mother took the family to her early 
home at Dorchester, Mass., where Calvin joined the Second Church, in 
1855. He fitted for college at Lawrence Academy, Groton, Mass., 1851 
and 1852, under the Rev. James Means, of the Seminary class of 1838; 
was graduated from Dartmouth College, 1856, after taking the full course; 
was associate principal of St. Johnsbury (Vt.) Academy during the summer 
term of 1856 and principal the two following years; and was graduated 
from this Seminary, 1861, after taking the full course. 

He was licensed to preach, January 20, 186i, by the Norfolk Associa- 
tion at Randolph, Mass.; was ordained, March 12, 1862, as pastor at New 
Ipswich, N. H.; dismissed, April n, 1867; was installed, May 9, 1867, as 
pastor at Auburndale, Mass.; dismissed, May 9, 1895, continuing to reside 
in Auburndale as pastor emeritus the rest of his life, and dying on the morn- 
ing of the day when the renovated church edifice was rededicated. In 1886 
hie spent several months travelling in Europe. He was a scholarly and 
thoughtful preacher, of excellent literary ability, quiet and unassuming, 
rarely gifted with wit, and a man of deep feeling, bearing severe trials with 
patience and cheerfulness. 

He was a trustee of Appleton Academy, New Ipswich, N. H., from 
March 24, 1863, to November 18, 1868; a member of the school committee 
Of Newton, Mass., from March, 1868, to March, 1871; and a trustee of 
Lasell Seminary, Auburndale, 1867-72. He was a director of the Congre- 
gational Education Society. 

He published "The Christian's Appeal," a New Year's sermon, Bos- 
ton, 1871, 32 pp.; "The Work of a Church and Minister for Twenty-five 
Years," a sermon, Boston, 1892, 19 pp.; "Why You Should Join the 
Church," Boston, 1894, 8 pp.; "No Room in the Inn," a Christmas ser- 
mon, Boston, 1894, 8 pp.; and a "Historical Address" forming pages

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30-46 in the "Semi-centennial Celebration of the Evangelical Congrega- 
tional Church of Auburndale, Mass.," Boston, 1901, 104 pp., which was 
also prepared by him. 

He married, September 9, 1862, at Medway, Mass., Sarah Daniels 
Sanford, daughter of the Rev. David Sanford, of the Seminary class of 
1828, and Sarah Parkhurst Daniels, of Medway. She was a graduate of 
Wheaton Seminary, 1858. She died at Auburndale, Mass., May n, 1873, 
leaving one son and four daughters. One daughter died in infancy; die 
other children survive their father. The son, Sanford Lyman Cutler, a 
graduate of Amherst, 1885, is a teacher in New York, N. Y.; one of the 
daughters is a graduate of WeHesley, 1888. Mr. Cutler married, August 
18, 1875, at Medway, Mass., Martha Elizabeth Sanford, a sister of the first 
wife. She died at Auburndale, Mass., January 28, 1002. By this marriage 
there was a daughter, who died in infancy, and a son, Arthur TopHff Cut- 
ler, a member of the Harvard class of 1900, who died during his senior 
year. 

Mr. Cutler died at Auburndale, Mass., of pneumonia following several 
years of feeble health and thirteen months when he was too paralyzed to 
leave his room, October 6, 1007, aged seventy-four years, seven months, and 
seventeen days. 

Jacob Burnham Davis (resident licentiate). 

Son of Jacob Davis and Anna Davis; born at Nottingham, N. H., 
October 6, 1830; was graduated from the New Hampton (N. H.) Theolog- 
ical School, i860; and was a resident licentiate in this Seminary, 1860-61. 

He was ordained, June 21, 1861, as pastor of the Free Baptist church 
at Lawrence, Mass., where he remained until 1865; and after that he held 
pastorates in other Free Baptist churches as follows: Carolina Mills, R. I., 
January 1, 1865, to 1867; First Church, Charlestown, Mass., June, 1867, 
to 1869; Great Falls, N. H., 1860-71; Lynn, Mass., September 7, 1871, to 
1872; West Buxton, Me., 1872-76; Pittsfield, Me., 1876-78; Farmington, 
Me., 1870-82; Meredith, N. H., February, 1882, to 1885; Rochester, N. H., 
June 7, 1885, to 1800; First Church, Belmont, N. H., June 1, 1800 to 1893; 
Arlington, R. I., 1894-08; Nashua, N. H., 1899; Ocean Park, Me., 1900-03; 
and was without charge there afterward. 

He married, May 28, 1861, Mary Ann Perkins, of New Hampton, 
N. H., daughter of Benjamin Perkins and Mary Drake; and she survives 
him. A son, Herbert Burnham Davis, was in the class of 1890 at Bates 
College. The other son 'died. 

Mr. Davis died at Ocean Park, Me., May 29, 1905, aged seventy-four 
years, seven months, and twenty-three days. 

Franklin Chappell Jones; 

Son of the Rev. Elisha Gowles Jones and Julia Chappell; born at New 
London, Conn., March 20, 1837; united with the church at Southington, 
Conn., September 3, 1854; fitted for college at Lewis Academy at South- 
ington; was graduated from Yale College, 1857, after taking the full course: 
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was tutor at Beloit College, 1857-58; studied at Princeton Theological 
Seminary, 1858-59; entered the middle class of this Seminary, 1859; and 
was graduated, 1861. 

He was licensed to preach, January 15, 1861, by the Woburn Associa- 
tion, at Wilmington, Mass. ; began preaching at Franklin, Conn., Septem- 
ber, 1861; was ordained as pastor there February 4, 1863; was dismissed, 
solely on account of ill health, September 28, 1880; was without charge, 
residing at Hartford, Conn., Franklin, Conn., and Gorham, Me.; following 
a physician's advice, went to Colorado as a home missionary in February, 
1882; preached at Boulder, Col., a month; was acting pastor at Manitou, 
Col., for a year from April 1, 1882, then taught a private school there for 
two years; failure of his health led to his removal in October, 1885; he was 
acting pastor at Hydesville and Rohnerville, Cal., with residence at Hydes- 
ville, beginning with November, 1885, and continuing until October, 1886, 
when he returned to Manitou and remained there without charge, remov- 
ing to Newark, N. J., the following April and to Caldwell, N. J., in April, 
1888. He lived at Caldwell and Newark while preaching at the Vailsburg 
Presbyterian mission chapel, South Orange, N. J., 1888-94. His health 
again failing, he removed to Norfolk, Mass., March, 1896, teaching in the 
higherTdepartment of the Central School there, 1897-98. November 1, 
1898, he became pastor of the Congregational church at Dover, Mass., 
but was obliged to resign April 1, 1900, and returned to Norfolk, where he 
spent the rest of his life. "He was an ardent lover of nature and of books, 
familiar with the best in poetry and literature, a lover of humanity," cheer- 
ful and patient under repeated interruptions of his work by ill health. When 
kept to his home he spent much time in making picture scrap-books for 
crippled and invalid children. 

JjHe published a "Historical Sermon," forming pages 95-108 of "The 
Celebration of the One Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary of the Primi- 
tive Organization of the Congregational Church and Society in Franklin, 
Conn.," New Haven, 1869, 151 pp. 

He married, May 7, 1863, at Carbondale, Penn., Harriet Lathrop 
Wurts, daughter of William Wurts and Lucretia Jeannette Lathrop. She 
survives him with three sons, Henry Franklin Jones, Edward Lathrop 
Jones, and Franklin Chappell Jones, one son having died before the father. 

Mr. Jones died at Norfolk, Mass., of angina pectoris, December 10, 
1907, aged seventy years, eight months, and twenty days. 

Edward Beecher Mason, D.D. 

Son of Timothy Battelle Mason and Abigail Hall; born at Cincinnati, 
O., March 7, 1838; united with the Vine Street Congregational Church, 
March 12, 1854; fitted for college at the Rev. Mr. Blake's school, Gambier, 
O.; was graduated from Farmer's College, 1858, after taking the full 
course; taught music for a time; entered this Seminary in December, 
1858, and was graduated in 1861. 

He was licensed to preach by the Woburn Association, January 15, 
1861, at Wilmington, Mass.; was ordained as an evangelist, February 2, 
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1862, in the First Church, Cincinnati, O.; was acting pastor at Ravenna, 
O., from November, 1861; was installed there June 11, 1863; dismissed, 
April 29, 1873, although protests against his going were made by the church, 
the citizens, and the other pastors, including the Catholic priest; began 
work at the Fourth Presbyterian Church, Indianapolis, Ind., in May; was 
installed there September 26, 1873, remaining until May, 1878, when he 
began service at the Jefferson Avenue Presbyterian Church, Detroit, Mich., 
where he was installed May 15, 1879; dismissed, January 13, 1882; was in- 
stalled at the Congregational church, Arlington, Mass., March 9, 1882; 
dismissed, April 2, 1889, on account of ill health, leave of absence having 
been given to him in 1888 for that reason. He was installed over the Con- 
gregational church at Brunswick, Me., May 7, 1890; dismissed, March 26, 
1903, a throat trouble having affected his voice. He continued to reside at 
Brunswick. He was a nephew of Lowell Mason, Mus. D., and inherited 
from his father musical genius; he had decided literary ability, and was a 
gentleman of culture and refinement, modest and retiring. The steady, 
even cheerful, way in which he bore the terrible suffering of his last months 
was a revelation of his courage and faith. 

He received the degree of doctor of divinity from Farmer's College, 
1878. He served as president of the Maine Charitable Society and was 
a trustee of the Maine Missionary Society. 

He published a "Memorial Address on the Life and Character of James 
A. Garfield," 16 pp.; a "Historical Sermon Delivered at the Rededication 
of Arlington Orthodox Congregational Church, February 25, 1883," Arling- 
ton, 1883, 24 pp.; "The Ten Laws," New York, 1897, 196 pp.; "Edward 
Chipman Guild," a memorial sermon, Brunswick, Me., 1899, 15 pp.; a 
memorial sermon on dedicating a window in the Brunswick Congregational 
church to Deacon John Perry; besides contributions to the annual volume 
of "Sermons" by the Monday Club, 1886-92, 1894-1905. He also published 
some musical compositions. 

He married, July 15, 1863, at Cuba, N. Y., Almira Campbell, daugh- 
ter of James More Campbell and Melinda Morey, of Cuba. She survives 
him with their one son, Edward Campbell Mason, a graduate of Harvard, 
1888, and of the Harvard Law School, 1892, a lawyer in Boston, Mass.; 
and one daughter, of the class of 1891 at Wellesley. 

Dr. Mason died at Brunswick, Me., of cancer of the larynx, October 1, 
1907, aged sixty-nine years, six months, and twenty-four days.

Benjamin Parker Davis {non-graduate). 

Son of Benjamin Davis, for about forty years deacon of Belleville 
Church, Newburyport, Mass., and Martha Eveline Morse; born at New- 
buryport, Mass., June 16, 1832; united with the Belleville Church, New- 
buryport, in 1854; studied in the schools of his native place and privately 
while teaching at Old Newbury, Mass., and later in Cincinnati, O. While 
in Cincinnati, under the influence of the Rev. Henry M. Storrs, D.D., of 
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the Seminary class of 185 1, then a pastor in the city, he decided to study 
for the ministry, and, returning to Newburyport, made further preparation 
under the Rev. Daniel T. Fiske, D.D., of the Seminary class of 1846, his 
former pastor. Entering the Seminary in 1859, he was forced by ill health 
to abandon his plans during the middle year. 

Returning to Cincinnati, be was engaged in occupations keeping him 
outdoors much of the time. On the outbreak of the war he sought to enlist, 
but was rejected because of disability. He found a place, however, as clerk 
in the commissary department in the Seventy-fifth Ohio Volunteers, under 
General O. O. Howard. On leaving the army he went to Washington, 
D. C, in September, 1863; and continued to reside there as long as he lived. 
He was connected with the Treasury Department, at first as clerk, and as 
deputy auditor for the Navy Department, 1881-86. When political changes 
in November, 1886, caused the loss of his position, he went into real-estate 
business. For the last year of his life he was blind, but of good cheer. 

When he went to Washington, there was no Congregational church 
there; and he was active in the formation of the First and the Mount Pleas- 
ant churches. He also took an active interest in educational matters. 

He married, May 27, 1863, at Tuftonboro, N. H., Maria Jessephine 
Sandford Swett, daughter of the Rev. Jesse Swett and Bernice Esther 
Sandford. She survives him with two sons, Frank Parker Davis, a Chi- 
cago lawyer, and Benjamin Howard Davis, of Boston, and two daughters. 
One son died in infancy, and two sons and a daughter died in the course of 
a year and eight months. 

Mr. Davis died at Washington, D. C, of heart-failure, November 15, 
1007, aged seventy-five years, four months, and thirty days.

Edward Abbott, D.D. (non-graduate). 

Son of the Rev. Jacob Abbott, D.D., of the Seminary class of 1825, 
and Harriet Vaughan; born at Farmington, Me., July 15, 1841; studied at 
home at Farmington, at an uncle's private school at Norwich, Conn., and 
at Farmington (Me.) Academy; was graduated from the University of the 
City of New York, i860; studied in this Seminary, 1860-62; and was agent 
of the United States Sanitary Commission, Washington, D. C, and with 
the Army of the Potomac, 1862-63. 

He was ordained, July 28, 1863, at Farmington, Me., as an evangelist; 
was chaplain of the city institutions, Boston/ Mass., 1863-64; was founder 
and first pastor of Stearns Chapel (now Pilgrim Church), Cambridgeport, 
Mass., beginning work January 1, 1865; was installed November 21, 1865; 
dismissed, November 21, 1869; but when in 1872 the church moved to 
another location he again conducted a preaching service and a Sunday 
school for three months in the chapel. He was associate editor of The 
CongregaHonalist, 1869-78, chaplain of the Massachusetts Senate, 1872- 
73, editor and joint proprietor of the Boston Literary World y 1877-88, and 
editor, 1895-1903, his residence remaining in Cambridge from 1864 to his 
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death. He was minister of St. James's Episcopal Church, Cambridge, 
1878-1906, and rector emeritus from July 1, 1006, having been ordained 
as deacon January 8, 1879, by Bishop Paddock in St. James's Church, 
and as priest January 20, 1880, by Bishop Paddock in All Saints' Church, 
Dorchester, Mass. In 1889 he declined the position of missionary bishop 
of Japan, and in 1899 visited that country and China. 

He received the degree of doctor of divinity from New York University, 
1890. He was a member of the board of visitors of Wellesley College, 
president of the Indian Industries League, president of the Cambridge 
City Mission, president of the Associated Charities of Cambridge, trustee 
of the Society for the Relief of the Widows and Orphans of Deceased Clergy- 
men of the Protestant Episcopal Church, member of the missionary council 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and held other offices in church and 
city organizations.

Moses Bradford Boardman. 

Son of Francis Boardman and Sarah Eaton Bradford, a descendant of 
Governor William Bradford; a nephew of the Rev. Ebenezer Green Brad- 
ford, of the Seminary class of 1831; born at Francestown, N. H., May 25, 
1833; united with the Methodist church at Newport, N. H., 1852, and with 
the Congregational church at the same place, December 1, 1854; studied at 
Kimball Union Academy, Meriden, N. H., 1854-56; was graduated from 
Amherst College, i860, after taking the full course; studied at Union The- 
ological Seminary, 1860-62; and was graduated from this Seminary, 1863. 
He taught school several terms before entering Kimball Union Academy 
and between terms during his college course, had a private pupil during his 
first year in Union Seminary, and taught in an Episcopal boys' school during 
his second year. 

He was licensed to preach by the Derry (N. H.) Association January 
10, 1863; was ordained, October 1, 1863, as pastor at Lynnfield Centre, 
Mass.; dismissed, November 7, 1870; was installed at Brimfield, Mass., 
December 1, 1870; his health breaking down, and a voyage to Europe fail- 
ing to restore it, he resigned, and was dismissed, October 31, 1873, contin- 
uing to reside at Brimfield until 1875, when he removed to Harwinton, 
Conn., where he lived without charge until October, 1878, when he moved 
to New Britain, Conn., which was his home for the rest of his life. March 

1, 1884, he became associate in pastoral work at the First Church, New 
Britain, continuing until February 17, 1892, and during an interval between 
pastorates he served as acting pastor from October 1, 1905, to April, 1907. 
He was clerk of the church, and carefully collected records of the members. 
As a teacher he was very successful, and he continued to be a zealous and 
conscientious worker in the church after he was obliged, to his great disap- 
pointment, to leave the pastorate.

Sonjof Joseph Dudley and Sarah Dudley; a descendant of Governor 
Thomas Dudley, of Massachusetts; born at Raymond, N. H., June 11, 
1830; studied at Blanchard Academy, Pembroke, N. H., at Kimball Union 
Academy, Meriden, N. H., one term, 1852-53; and was graduated from 
Thetford (Vt.) Academy, 1853; entered Dartmouth College in 1853, but 
left at the close of the sophomore year; spent a year in teaching, and in study- 
ing law; returned to college, and was graduated, 1858; taught at Petersham, 
Mass., 1858-59; studied law a short time at Buffalo, N. Y., and with 
Elbridge Gerry Dudley in Boston, Mass., and theology with the Rev. A. R. 
Bradbury, of Candia, N. H.; entered Bangor Theological Seminary in 
February, i860, and was graduated in 1862; and was a resident licentiate 
at this Seminary, 1862-63. 

He was licensed to preach, November 12, 1861, by the Penobscot Asso- 
ciation, at Bangor, Me.; supplied churches at Skowhegan and Bloomfield, 
Me., 1862-63, during the pastor's absence as chaplain, and at Lincoln, Me., 
1863; began work as acting pastor at St. Paul, Minn., June, 1863, remaining 
until 1866; was ordained as evangelist, December 28, 1864, at Minneapolis, 
Minn.; was acting pastor at Winona, Minn., beginning service September 1, 
1866, and closing in 1869; acting pastor at Eau Claire, Wis., from September 
1, 1869, to 1873, and pastor, 1873-95; was installed at the First Church, 
Fargo, N. D., December n, 1895; dismissed, January 14, 1902; and after 
that resided at Fargo, supplying churches in North Dakota and Minnesota. 
He was an eloquent speaker, of scholarly tastes, independent and positive, 
and kept to the last a growing interest in missions, home and foreign. 

He received the degree of doctor of divinity from Beloit, 1885. He was 
a trustee of Ripon College, 1874-80, and director of Chicago Theological 
Seminary from 1882. 

He married, April 22, 1864, at Bolton, Mass., Jessie Duncan Grassie, 
daughter of George Grassie and Elizabeth Field, of Bolton, and sister of 
William Grassie, D.D., of the Seminary class of 1855, and Thomas G. 
Grassie, of the class of 1863. She survives him with two sons and one 
daughter, Joseph Grassie Dudley, of Buffalo, N. Y., William Alvin Dudley, 
of Waterloo, Io., and Mrs. P. W. Farnham, of Fargo, N. D. 

Dr. Dudley died at Fargo, N. D., of heart-disease incident to old age, 
June 4, 1907, aged seventy-six years, eleven months, and twenty-four days. 

George Hardy. 

Son of Abner Hardy and Mary Appleton Gale; born at Groveland (then 
East Bradford), Mass., May 12, 1835; united with the church at Essex, 
Mass., March, 1858; was graduated from Topsfield (Mass.) Academy, 
1856, from Dartmouth College, i860, and from this Seminary, 1863. 
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He was ordained, September 2, 1863, at Essex, Mass., as an evangelist; 
served under the American Home Missionary Society at EUenburg, N. Y., 
from September 1, 1863, to September 1, 1867; was installed as pastor at 
Potsdam Junction (now Norwood), N. Y., November 20, 1867; dismissed, 
May 21, 1872; was acting pastor at Madison, N. Y., from July 1, 1872, to 
November, 1882; pastor of the Presbyterian church at Manlius, N. Y., 
January, 1883, to June, 1885; was installed pastor of the Presbyterian 
church at Sauquoit, N. Y., June 4, 1885; dismissed, June, 1899; after that 
he resided at Sauquoit without charge on account of ill health, but often 
supplying churches. 

He took an active interest in the schools of the towns where he was 
pastor, and was a trustee of the Union Free School, Madison, N. Y., Der 
cember, 1877, to November, 1882, and of the academy at Sauquoit, N. Y., 
from June, 1885, to June, 1897. 

He married, October 12, 1864, at Essex, Mass., Mary Low, daughter of 
Warren Low and Mary Babcock, of Essex. She survives him with two 
daughters, the older, Mrs. E. D. Smith, of Manlius, N. Y., and the younger 
a graduate of Elmira Female College, 1893, a teacher in New York, N. Y. 

Mr. Hardy died at Sauquoit, N. Y., suddenly, of heart-failure, May 20, 
1907, aged seventy-two years and eight days. 

GLASS OF 1866. 
Melatiah Everett Dwight, M.D., D.D. 

Son of John Dwight and Nancy Shaw Everett; born at South Hadley, 
Mass., October 15, 1841; the family removed to New York, N. Y., in 1846, 
where the father won a business success that resulted in generous gifts for 
philanthropic work. The son studied in the New York public schools and 
in the New York University Grammar School, 1853-55; was graduated 
from the College of the City of New York, i860; in the same year began 
medical studies at the Thirteenth Street Medical College, New York, con- 
tinuing them at the Bellevue Hospital Medical College until he entered this 
Seminary in 1863, but not receiving his degree as doctor until March, 1864, 
as the required number of years had not been completed. He was grad- 
uated from this Seminary in 1866. 

He was licensed to preach by the Suffolk North Association, February 
20, 1866, at Cambridge, Mass. Having been received as a candidate by the 
American Board, he continued his studies at Bellevue Hospital Medical 
College, 1866-67, and then on account of the state of his health travelled 
for thirteen months in Europe and the East, returning in June, 1868. Re- 
leased by the American Board, in September he went West with his class- 
mate John H. Morley, to enter the home-missionary field; was ordained, 
February 25, 1869, as pastor at Onarga, 111.; dismissed, June 1, 1879; was 
acting pastor at Fairfield, Io., from July, 1879, until the spring of 1888, 
when weakness of the lungs forced him to leave the active ministry. After 
eighteen months in California and New Mexico he made his residence in 
Plainfield,*N. J., until 1900, and after that in New York, N. Y., where he

went to be near his father. Genealogical and historical research occupied 
much of his time, and he was editor of the New York Genealogical and 
Biographical Record, 1902-06. He also took an active interest in the 
movement toward church unity, and served as recording secretary of the 
National Federation of Churches and Christian Workers from February, 
1904, until his death. 

He received the degree of doctor of divinity from Parsons College, 1906. 
He was a member of the New York Genealogical and Biographical Society 
from December 28, 1894, and was president from January, 1905; a member 
of the New England Historic Genealogical Society from 1903; a member of 
the New. York Academy of Science from 1905; a member of the Rhode 
Island Chapter of Cincinnati from 1906; a trustee of the Congregational 
Church-Building Society from 1906. 

He published "The Kirbys of New England," New York, 1898, 451 pp.; 
and the "Journal of Captain Nathaniel Dwight" during the Crown Point 
expedition, 1902, 21 pp. 

He married, June 23, 1870, at Jacksonville, 111., Helen McClure Kirby, 
daughter of the Rev. William Kirby, a pioneer home missionary, and 
Hannah McClure Wolcott. She survives him with their three sons and two 
daughters. 

Dr. Dwight died at Mt. Holyoke, South Hadley, Mass., of heart- 
disease, September 14, 1907, aged sixty-five years, ten months, and thirty 
days. 

Addison Pinneo Foster, D.D. 

Oldest child of the Rev. Eden Burroughs Foster, D.D. (of the Seminary 
class of 1841), a descendant of the Rev. Thomas Foster of Ipswich, Eng- 
land, and Catherine Pinneo, a descendant of Jacques Pineau, a Huguenot; 
nephew of the Rev. Roswell Foster, of the Seminary class of 1853, and the 
Rev. Davis Foster, D.D., of the Seminary class of 1855; born at Henniker, 
N. H., September 25, 1841; was graduated from the high school, Lowell, 
Mass., 1858, and from Phillips Academy, 1859; was graduated from Will- 
iams College, 1863, after taking the full course and teaching one winter in a 
select school at West Springfield, Mass.; studied at Princeton Theological 
Seminary, 1863-65; and was graduated from this Seminary, 1866. Unable 
to pass the physical examination for service in the war, he served three 
months in the Christian Commission, following the army in Grant's cam- 
paign in Virginia. 

Licensed to preach, May 2, 1865, by the Hampden East Association, at 
Springfield, Mass., he was ordained, October 3, 1866, as pastor of the 
Appleton Street (now Eliot) Church, Lowell, Mass.; dismissed, November 
16, 1868, on account of ill health; spent two years in rest and travel, supply- 
ing the First Church, Washington, D. C; the First Church, Baltimore, Md.; 
the Vine Street Church, Cincinnati, O.; the First Church, Dubuque, Io.; 
and the First Church, Chicago, 111. ; began work at the First Church, Maiden, 
Mass., December, 1870; was installed there March 29, 1871; dismissed, 
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September 18, 1872; was installed at the Winnisimmet (now First) Church, 
Chelsea, Mass., October 9, 1872; dismissed, April 26, 1877; was installed at 
the First Church, Jersey City, N. J., May 23, 1877; dismissed, March 23, 
1886; installed at Immanuel Church, Boston, Mass., May 4, 1886; dis- 
missed, March 23, 1893; was New England secretary of the American 
Sunday-School Union from April 1, 1893, to April 1, 1905, with residence 
at Roxbury, Mass., until November, 1896, and after that at Auburndale, 
Mass.; after April 1, 1905, he resided on his farm at New Paltz, N. Y., en- 
tering into farming with the same energy that marked his other work. 
Devotion to duty and unfailing optimism were leading traits of his char- 
acter. 

He received the degree of doctor of divinity from Williams College, 1886. 
He was a member of the executive committee of the American Missionary 
Association for eighteen years, a trustee of Talladega College, a trustee of 
Berea College for five years, an officer and active worker in the Lake 
Mohonk Indian Conference from the beginning. 

He published "The Types of Scripture, ,, an essay before the alumni of 
this Seminary, Andover, 1875, 28 pp.; "America's Experiment with Re- 
publican Institutions," an address before the American Missionary Asso- 
ciation, New York, 1876, 4 pp.; "The Elements of Greatness in the Char- 
acter of President Garfield," Jersey City, 1881, 20 pp.; "The Strength of a 
Church," pages 78-96 of the "Semi-centennial Volume of Eliot Church in 
Lowell, Mass.," Lowell, 1881, 351 pp.; "Is the Bible Free from Historical 
and Scientific Errors? "reprinted from the Journal of Christian Philosophy, 
16 pp.; "Four Pastorates," a memorial of his father, Lowell, Mass., 1883, 
452 pp.; "A Bird's-Eye View of the Truths of Christianity," Boston, 1886, 
30 pp.; and "A Manual of Sunday-School Methods," Philadelphia, 1899, 
344 pp., besides contributing to the annual volumes of "Sermons" by the 
Monday Club, 1876-81 and 1886-1908, the contribution to the volume for 
this year being his last writing for publication. For more than twenty 
years he was the New York or Boston correspondent of the Chicago Ad- 
vance. 

He married, August 8, 1866, at Springfield, Mass., Harriette Day, 
daughter of Sherebiah Butts Day and Harriette Sampson, of West Spring- 
field, Mass. She died at Roxbury (Boston), Mass., August 1, 1896. One 
daughter died in infancy. Two daughters (one adopted) and two sons sur- 
vive. One of the daughters, a teacher and author, is at West Medford, 
Mass.; the other, a teacher, a graduate of Mt. Holyoke College, 1900, is at 
Medford. Harold Day Foster, a graduate of Williams College, 1902, and 
of the School of Forestry at Yale, 1904, is United States forester at Walla 
Walla, Wash. Winthrop Davenport Foster, a graduate of Williams, 1904, 
is a translator at the United States Census Bureau, Washington, D. C. Dr. 
Foster married, September 22, 1898, at New Paltz, N. Y., Gertrude Deyo, 
daughter of Theodore Deyo and Mary Elting, of New Paltz. She died at 
New Paltz, February 16, 1907. 

Dr. Foster died at New Paltz, N. Y., of chronic gastritis, June 18, 1907, 
aged sixty-five years, eight months, and twenty-four days. 
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CLASS OF 1868. 

Benjamin Drake Conkling. 

Son of William Marsh Conkling and Elizabeth Drake Glenn; born at 
Sharonville, Sycamore, Hamilton County, O., May 9, 1840; fitted for col- 
lege at Miami University, 1859-61; studied in the University, 1861-64; was 
graduated from Marietta College, 1865; studied at Lane Theological Sem- 
inary, 1865-67; and was graduated from this Seminary, 1868. 

Licensed to preach by the presbytery of Hamilton, April 3, 1867, at 
Cleves, O., he was ordained, December 23, 1868, as pastor at Kent, O., 
where he had begun work in October, and remained until January 17, 187 1 ; 
he was acting pastor at Flint, Mich., from January 18, 1871, to October 1; 
acting pastor at Hudson, Mich., from January 1, 1872, to December, 1874. 
An exchange for two Sundays with the pastor at Whitewater, Wis., led to 
an exchange of churches, and he was installed at Whitewater October 20, 
1875, having begun work there January 1, and being dismissed June 29, 
1880. From October, 1880, to June, 1881, he was district superintendent 
of the American Missionary Association at Savannah, Ga., and acting pastor 
of the church there. Fever led him to leave for Watertown, Conn., where 
he was acting pastor from October 21, 1881, to November 1, 1884; he was 
then acting pastor at Olathe, Kan., from November 1, 1884, to June, 1886; 
pastor at Burlington, Kan., June, 1886, to September, 1890; and pastor at 
Hiawatha, Kan., October, 1890, to February, 1894. As the strain of pas- 
toral work was telling upon his wife's health, he withdrew from the active 
ministry and went to live at Lyons, Kan., which was his residence for the 
rest of his life. From October 15, 1895, he was manager of the Lyons Drug 
Company, retiring from the business in March, 1907; he was also vice- 
president of the Citizens' State Bank; was mayor of Lyons, May, 1897, to 
May, 1899, a member of the school board, and a trustee of Eureka Acad- 
emy. He continued to preach occasionally, preaching in his former church 
at Whitewater the month before his death and in the Presbyterian church of 
Lyons the day he died. His last sermon, emphasizing the importance of 
small kindnesses, was characteristic. 

He married, January 24, 1871, at Stratham, N. H., Caroline Newman 
Sinclair, daughter of William Sinclair, of Stratham. She died at Lyons, 
Kan., May 15, 1901. They had no children, but adopted a daughter, now 
Mrs. Bentley, of Sterling, Kan. 

Mr. Conkling died suddenly of thrombus caused by overexertion, at 
Lyons, Kan., on Sunday, August 18, 1907, aged sixty-seven years, three 
months, and nine days. 

GLASS OF 1869. 
Charles Abraham Gardner Thurston. 

Oldest son of Abraham Gardner Thurston and Catharine Borden Allen; 
born at Fall River, Mass., July 23, 1841; was prepared for college by Mr. 
Charles B. Goff; and was graduated from' Brown University, 1866, and 
from this Seminary, 1869, after taking the full course in each. 
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He was licensed to preach, December 16, 1868, by the Essex North 
Association, meeting at Andover with Professor Egbert C. Smyth; was 
acting pastor at Bradford, N. H., 1869-70; was acting pastor at the Second 
Church, Danbury, Conn., as associate with his Seminary classmate the 
Rev. David A. Easton, from October 10, 1870, to 1872; was acting pastor at 
Greenwood (Wakefield), Mass., 1872-75; was acting pastor at North 
Raynham, Mass., from 1875; was ordained as pastor there October 17, 
1877, remaining until 1881 ; was acting pastor at Laconia, N. H., from 1881 
to December, 1899; was without charge for several months on account of 
poor health; was superintendent of the ministerial department of the Evan- 
gelistic Association of New England from the summer of 1900 until January 
1, 1907, when he became a hospital visitor in the employ of the same Asso- 
ciation, doing work to which he had given about half his time during the 
preceding year, and which strongly appealed to him. His residence was in 
East Somerville, Mass., 1900-02, and in Chelsea, Mass., after that. He 
was acting pastor of the Third Church, Chelsea, Mass., for several months, 
1902-03, and was secretary of the Evangelical Alliance of Boston and 
vicinity from January, 1905. 

He married, December 5, 1872, Anna Moore, daughter of John Haddock 
Moore and Harriet Sprague Wright, of Barnet, Vt., and a graduate of Abbot 
Academy, 1870. She died at the Somerville (Mass.) Hospital, September 14, 
1901. Three sons survive their father. 

Mr. Thurston died at the Relief Station of the Boston City Hospital, of 
diabetes, with complications from blood-poisoning, October 21, 1907, aged 
sixty-six years, two months, and twenty-eight days. 

GLASS OF 1873. 
Lewis Payson Broad. 

Son of Lewis Broad and Martha B. Sawin; born at Ashland, Mass., 
December 7, 1840. Five of his ancestors were soldiers in the Revolution, 
and one was a captain at Bunker Hill. His father was a carpenter, but for 
forty years after 1832 was engaged in railroad-construction, going West in 
1849, and having part in building the Illinois Central and other roads in 
Ohio, Indiana, and Iowa. So the family removed to Canton, O., in 1850 
and to Chicago in 1852, residing in Dubuque, Io., 1856-59, and then re- 
moving to Natick, Mass. The father was a stanch Christian and temper- 
ance man. Music was a prominent feature of the home. Lewis united with 
Plymouth Church, Chicago, when twelve; studied at the high school at 
Natick, Mass., 1856-59, and in Yale College, 1859-61, but was then obliged 
to leave on account of his health. He was engaged in business, 1861-70, 
with no special system of study, but was active in Sunday-school and evan- 
gelistic service. After a short clerkship in a book-store in Boston he went, in 
November, 1861, with his father, to Fort Wayne, Ind., where they had a 
railroad contract; and in 1863 he became a member of the firm of Broad 
and Ward, and for seven years was busy with contracts for constructing the 
Boston, Hartford, and Erie (later called the New York and New England) 
Railroad. On regaining his health he entered this Seminary in 1870, and 
was graduated in 1873. 
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He was licensed to preachy June r& 1872, by the Andpver AsMgation; 
was ordained at Templeton, Mass;, September 3, 1873, for serviced Bald- 
winville, Mass., where a church was soon organize and where he remained 
as acting pastor until 1877; waar acting pastor at.Paola, Kan., 187.7-83; 
general missionary and State evangelist for Kansas under the American 
Home Missionary Society, with headquarters at Topeka, 1883-S7; super- 
intendent, of home missions in Kansas under the Congregational Home 
Missionary Society, with headquarters art: Topeka, 1888-1900. In 1900 
Kansas became self-supporting under his leadership, being the second State 
west of the Mississippi to take the step; and his superihtendency of home 
missions in the State was then under* the Kansas Congregational Home 
Missionary Society, of which he was secretary until he resigned, on January 
1, 1902, to enter with his wife on the work of speaking for home missions, 
in all parts of the country. This was his occupation for the rest of his life, 
bis headquarters being in Boston, 

In 18S0-81 he spent three months assisting D. L. Moody, in San Fran- 
cisco and Oakland, and in 1883 he made a hurried trip to Berlin, Germany, 
on account of the fatal illness of his brother, who was studying music there. 

He married, September 2& 1B68; in Boston, Mass., Charlotte Brown 
Moore, only daughter of the Rev. Erastus Darwin Moore and Harriet 
Josephine Fisk. She died at Andover, Mass., July 30, 1871. Their only 
child is secretary of the city department of the Young Women's Christian 
Association in Illinois. He married, August i, 1900, at Newfane, Vt, 
Mrs. Harriet S. Caswell, widow of Lemuel E. Caswell, of Boston, Mass., 
daughter of the Rev. Joseph Sylvester Clark, D.D. (of the Seminary class 
of 1831), and Harriet B. Bourne, and sister of the Rev. Joseph B. Clark, 
D.D., of the Seminary class of 1861. She survives him. 

Mr. Broad died at the Presbyterian Hospital at Atlanta, Ga., in conse- 
quence of a stroke of paralysis February 7, followed by a second on the day 
of his death, March 12, 1908, when he was sixty-seven years, three months, 
and five days old. 

Joel Martin Seymour* 

Son of Erastus Seymour and Mary Ann Chapman; brother of the Rev. 
Charles R, Seymour of the Seminary class of 1874; born at Rootstown, O., 
February 3, 1842; studied at the Hiram (O.) Institute; enlisted in the 
Forty-second Ohio Volunteer Infantry under Garfield, who had formerly 
been president at Hiram; served from September 25, 1861, to September 39, 
1864; studied at Mt. Union College, 1865-66, and at Western Reserve Col- 
lege, 1867-70, where he was. graduated; and was graduated from this Sem- 
inary, 1873, after taking the full course. 

He was. licensed to preach, June x$, 1872, by the Andover Association; 
was ordained, October 8, 1873, as. pastor at Brookfield, Mass., bu| after 
somewhat more than a year was obliged to give up pastoral work oq account 
of an attack of nervous prostration. After a year of rest he was acting pas- 
tor of Plymouth Church* Fort Wayne, Ind., 1877-^84; pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church, Noxwaik, O., 1884-196; Presbyterian missionary, 
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1896-99; without charge, at Alliance, O., but frequently preaching, after 
that; and his power as a speaker caused him to be in much demand, although 
his health was unequal to the strain of a pastorate. While living in Alliance 
he was secretary and treasurer of a large manufacturing establishment 
there. 

He was a trustee of Adelbert College for twenty-two years, up to the 
time of his death. He was president of the Lake Park Chautauqua, Alliance, 
O., from the time of its organization. 

He published "The Hero of the World," Chicago, 1906, 2+165 pp.; 
a history of Rootstown, O.; a history of "the Firelands," and an account 
of the Forty-second Ohio Regiment. 

He married, October 1, 1873, at Alliance, O., Edna Speaker, daughter 
of William Speaker and Margaret Zembower, of Alliance. She survives 
him with their daughter, Mrs. Paul Mossman, of Fort Wayne, Ind. 

Mr. Seymour died at Alliance, O., of heart-failure following a glandular 
enlargement in connection with the bronchia, November 25, 1907, aged 
sixty-five years, nine months, and twenty-two days. 

CLASS OF 1881. 
George Warren Stearns. 

Son of the Rev. George Ingersoll Stearns and Amelia Danforth Jones; 
born at Windham, Conn., December 24, 1856; united with the Union Con- 
gregational Church, Boston, Mass., July, 1873; studied at Derby Acad- 
emy, Hingham, Mass., at Dr. William C. Wilkinson's school at Tarry- 
town, N. Y., and at Phillips Academy, 1872-74, where he was graduated; 
and was graduated from Amherst College, 1878, and from this Seminary, 
1881, after taking the full course in each. 

He was licensed to preach, May 12, 1880, by the Suffolk South Associa- 
tion at the Norfolk House, Boston, Mass.; supplied the church at Albany, 
Me., during the summer of 1880; was acting pastor at Patten and Island 
Falls, Me., from July 9, 1881, to July, 1885; was ordained, August 1, 1883, 
at Patten as home missionary; was acting pastor of the First Church, 
Hadley, Mass., from November 15, 1885, to April, 1887, acting a part of that 
time as substitute instructor in English at Amherst College; was installed, 
September 23, 1887, as pastor at Acton, Mass.; dismissed, March 10, 1891; 
was pastor of the First Church, Middleboro, Mass., from November 1, 
1891; dismissed, June 27, 1905; resided at Jamaica Plain, Boston, Mass., 
during the winter; began preaching for the church at Lanesville, Gloucester, 
Mass., in April, 1906; was installed there November 22, 1906; and was 
pastor until his death. He was an able scholar and writer, unassuming, and 
unselfish in his service of others. 

He published "Two Centuries in God's Work," a historical discourse 
forming pages 8-29 of the "Two Hundredth Anniversary of the First Con- 
gregational Church in Middleboro, Mass.," Middleboro, 1895, 136 pp., a 
book prepared by him. 

He married, October 21, 1887, at Island Falls, Me., Sarah Elizabeth 
Dow, daughter of Oliver Smith Dow and Pauline Wentworth Sewall, of 
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Island Falls. She survives him with their son Roswel, a member of Boston 
University, and a daughter. 

Mr. Stearns died at Walpole, Mass., of abdominal tuberculosis, August 
10, 1907, aged fifty years, seven months, and seventeen days.

James Henry Ross (resident licentiate). 

Son of Joseph Ross and Almira Cogger; born at Troy, N. Y., August 21, 
185 1 ; united with the Second Presbyterian Church, Troy, N. Y., June, 
1862; studied in the schools of Troy; was graduated from the College of 
New Jersey, 1874, after taking the full course; studied at Union Theological 
Seminary, 1874-75, and was graduated from Princeton Theological Sem- 
inary, 1877. 

He was ordained, February 22, 1878, as pastor of the Fourth (now 
Prospect Street) Church, Newburyport, Mass.; dismissed, May 17, 1882; 
was without charge at Newburyport, 1882-83; was a resident licentiate in 
this Seminary, 1883-84; was installed, May 6, 1884, at South Norwalk, 
Conn. ; dismissed, September 1, 1888; was installed at the First (or Franklin 
Street) Church, (East) Somerville, Mass., October 16, 1888; dismissed, 
January 26, 1893; was without charge at Somerville, 1893-95; after that 
was editor of the proceedings of the Congregational missionary societies, 
with residence at Roxbury, Mass., 1896-97, and afterward at North Cam- 
bridge, Mass. 

He published "A Martyr of To-day," a life of Robert Ross, of Troy, 
N. Y., Boston, 1894, 180 pp.; and "Hymns and Singers of the Young Men's 
Christian Association," Boston, 1901, 77 pp. 

He married, February 27, 1878, at Milton Falls, N. H., Susan Jeannie 
Folger, daughter of Seth Folger and Sarah Amanda Tefft Sheldon, of 
Troy, N. Y. She survives him. 

Mr. Ross died at Clifton Springs, N. Y., of nervous prostration, Decem- 
ber 7, 1907, aged fifty-six years, three months, and sixteen days.

James Buckham (resident student). 

Son of Matthew Henry Buckham, D.D., LL.D., president of the Uni- 
versity of Vermont, and Elizabeth Wright; brother of Prof. John Wright 
Buckham, D.D., of the Seminary class of 1888; born at Burlington, Vt, 
November 25, 1858; united with the College Street Church, Burlington, Vt., 
January 6, 1878; fitted for college at the Burlington high school; was grad- 
uated from the University of Vermont, 1881, after taking the full course; 
was on the editorial staff of the Burlington Free Press, 1881-87; took a 
special course in English at Johns Hopkins University, 1888; studied in this 
Seminary, 1889-90, as a resident student after the first session taken in the 
regular course, and in 1891-92 as a resident student; was also doing edi- 
torial work on Zion's Herald, 1891-92; was on the staff of the Youth 1 s 
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Companion, 1895-98; after that he was engaged in authorship, residing a{ 
Atlantic, Mass., and later at Melrose, Mass., having been led to give up the 
ministry beqause of the failure of his voice. Modest and winsome, he had a 
fine literary style, and was at his be$t in nature studies and devotional 
articles. 

He published "The Heart of Life," a volume of poems, Boston, 1897, 
vii, 71 pp.; "Where Town and Country Meet^' Cincinnati, 1903, 241 pp.; 
"A Wayside Altar," poems, Cincinnati, 1905, 114.124.pp-; "AfiejoVwjth the 
Seasons," New York, 1907, viii, 174 pp.; "The Heritage of Life," New 
Xork, 1907, 121 pp. 

He married, August 28, 1895, at Hyde Park, Vt, Mary Brigham, a 
graduate of the University of Vermont, 1893, daughter of Waldo Brigham 
and Lucia Ellen Noyes, of Hyde Park, Vt. She survives him with one son, 
a daughter having died before her father. 

Mr. Buckham died at Melrose, Mass., of Bright's disease, January 8, 
1908, aged forty-nine years, one month, and fourteen days.

Joseph Hayden Bennett. 

Son of the Rev. William Parmenter Bennett ( a resident licentiate of 
this Seminary, 1874-75) and Harriet Irene Blodgett; born at Mason City, 
Io., January 13, 1873; united with the church at Crete, Neb,, June 2, 1889; 
studied in the preparatory department of Doane College, 1886-89; was grad- 
uated from Doane, 1893, a f* er taking the full course; taught Greek, math- 
ematics, and the Bible in Franklin (Neb.) Academy, 1893-98; and was 
graduated from this Seminary, 1001, after taking the full course. 

He was licensed to preach, February 26, 1901, by the Andover Asso.- 
ciation; supplied the church at Isle au Haut, Me,, during the summer of 
1899; during the last two years of his Seminary course assisted the Rev. 
William J. Batt (of the Seminary class of 1858), chaplain of the Concord, 
Mass., Reformatory; was ordained, October 8, 1001, as pastor at Ayoca, 
Neb., where he remained until August 31, 1904; was pastor at Clay Centre, 
Neb., September 1, 1904, to October 31, 1906; was pastor at Farnam and 
Stockville, Neb., November 1, 190^ to October 31, 1007, and after that at 
Farnam alone. Fond of music, he was conducting two classes in vocal 
music to the time of his death. On his last Sunday he preached on "Eternal 
life," emphasizing the completion of this Kfe in that which is to come. 

He was a trustee of Weeping Water (Neb.) Academy. 

He married, September 28, 1904, Mattie Louise Knapp, daughter of the 
Rev. George Washington Knapp and Carrie Dennis, of Hay Springs, Neb. 
She survives him with their son. 

Mr. Bennett died at Farnam, Neb., of acute dysentery, March 17, 190$, 
aged thirty-five years, two months, and four days. 
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SUMMARY. 

This year's roll includes the names of thirty-six former students and one 
trustee. The oldest of the number is Hubbard, who for six months after 
Cross's death held the place of senior alumnus, reaching the age of ninety- 
five. There is a range of sixty years between him and Bennett, the youngest. 
The average age of the thirty-six students is seventy-one years, ten months, 
and twenty-four days; the average for the whole number, seventy-one years, 
six months, and eleven days. One had passed well beyond the mark of 
ninety years; four were between eighty and ninety; nineteen between seventy 
and eighty; eight between sixty and seventy; two students and the trustee 
were between fifty and sixty; one was between forty and fifty; and one was 
less than forty. 

Tw£nty : four were graduates; r set£h, non-graduates; four, resident 
licentiates; and one, a resident student. Vdse was a trustee as well as an 
alumnus. 

Ten came herefrom Yale; seven from Dartmouth; four from Amherst; 
two from Brown; and one was furnished by each of the following institu- 
tions: Dickinson, Doane, 'Farmer's, Marietta, Middfebury, Western Re- 
serve, WilKams, the College of die City of New York, the University of the 
City of New York, the College of New Jersey, and the University of Ver- 
mont. Two were without a college training. 

The Episcopal, Presbyterian, and Free Baptist churches are represented 
in addition to the Congregational. 

Four were physicians as well as preachers. 

Abbott, Cutler, Dudley, Plumb, Todd, and Vdse had each passed ihdre 
than a score of years in- a- single jsastftrate; arid long residence and active 
service in one locality had so closely associated some of these with the Hfe 
of a city that their removal is widely and keenly felt. Adams, the' next to 
the last survivor of the famous Towa Band, was also "its historian. After 
noble service in a single State, Broad threw himself into a campaign for the 
home-missionary cause throughout the land, While Coit during his long 
secretaryship in one State had an influence on the workers and methods in 
many others. B. Parker Davis was identified with the growth of Congrega- 
tionalism in our capital city, and Tiffany did excellent service in the religious 
and philanthropic enterprises of the Episcopal Church in the metropolis of 
the country. Ross was doing a unique and valuable work for our denomina- 
tional organizations, and the movement for closer unity among the denomi- 
nations enlisted the energies of Melatiah £. Dwight. Edson, Emerson, s 
Vose, and Webber gave years to the cause of education, and Hubbell was at 
the head of a college. Young, by his investigations, his instruction, and his 
writings alike, had won an international reputation as a leading authority in 
his specialty. Buckham's death cut short the career of one that was ful- 
filling a helpful ministry through his printed words. In business and in 
different spheres others of the number showed how varied are the walks of 
life in which the Master may be served and glorified.
